Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 


(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, On good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
1034 inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.

By-law 4830 





A By-law to Acquire a Right-of-way by 
Expropriation for the Use of The 
Corporation of the District of Surrey 
in the Construction and Operation of 
Sanitary Sewerage Works 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the District of Surrey 
is by “Surrey Sewerage Works Consolida- 
tion By-law, 1963, No. 2033” authorized 
and empowered to construct, extend, oper- 
ate, and maintain sewerage works for the 
benefit of the inhabitants of the munici- 
pality, and to acquire easements and 
rights-of-way for that purpose over real 
property: 

And whereas for the construction of a 
certain portion of the said sewerage works 
it is necessary to acquire a right-of-way 
in, Over, and upon that parcel of real 
property hereinafter described: 

And whereas the Municipal Council 
deems it expedient to acquire the right-of- 
way as aforesaid by by-law pursuant to 
section 531 (4) of the Municipal Act, 
chapter 255, R.S.B.C. 1960, and amend- 
ments thereto:
